Contract Servicing of Gas Central Heating 


Residents have recently received a circular from the Eastern Gas Board offering, 
for 22 C Od., an inspection to determine whether the installation ‘is of a suitable 
standar¢ to be considered for contract servicing. 


The Gas Board point out, that,like cars, gas appliances require regular 
servicing to keep them operating at their best. We have obtained some details of the 
cost of servicing, which are as follows: for a central heating unit a charge of 
£2 15s Od. per annum will provide a minimum of one regular service call in the year. 
Other gas applances may also be serviced at the same time, at a discount on the normal 
rates. Emergency interim service at the customer's request will be carried out without 
extra charge. Further details and conditions are set out on the service order for 
gas appliances, obtainable from Eastern Gas.
